FREO/SORIANO, 703 NE Prescott, Portland, Oregon, advised 
that he was a^membpr of the C ommun is.t-Earty. in 1938 or 1939, exact dates 
not recalled, for, approximately one' year. He stated that prior to return¬ 
ing to the Philippine Islands in 1940, he was contacted by CRIS MANSALVAS 
and PHlUfeffilANO who gave him the names of several Filipinos in the 
, Philippine Islands who were members of the Communist Party whom he “could 
contact. He pointed out that he did not contact any of these individuals 
whos.e names he does not remember. SORIANO stated that CARLOS BULOSAN 
of Los Angeles, was in Portland in the- fall of 1950, and appeared to be 
very well versed in Asiatic affairs and ‘gave the impression that he was re¬ 
ceiving information regarding Communist aims in Asia before such information 
was made public through the newspapers in the United States. SORIANO 
was unable to give any specific instances regarding BULOSAN*s apparent 
information but for this reason, SORIANO suspected that BULOSAN might 
have some contact with the Huk movement,in the Philippine Islands. 

'Other than this SORIANO stated that he has. no information concerning 
any activities in the United States on the part of Filipinos in support 
of the Huk movement in the Philippine—Island's, 


Elks Club, BPOE #H2, 1532 SW Morrison 
Street, Portland, Oregon, advised that he hes been in Portland for many 
years and is well-acquainted with many Filipinos in the Fortland area.' 
However, he pointed out that in recent years, he has not been in close 
contact with any social activities or other affairs of the Filipinos 
in Portland, and has no information concerning any activities by Filipino's 
in- the Portland area in support of the Huk movement in the Philippine 
Islands. 


DANNY DELFIN, 3218 SW First Avenue, Portland, Oregon, advised 
that he is well-acquainted with many Filipinos in the Portland area 
and is treasurer of the Filipinos Club, Portland. DELFIN stated that 
he has no information concerning any activities which may indicate 
any support of the Huk movement in the Philippine Islands.
